REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

To  THE  School  Board  of  Bath  Town  District  : 

As  Superintendent  of  Schools  I  herewith  present  my  second 
annual  report. 

Enrollment,    1908-1909. 
Carbee,    10;    Hibbard,    14;    Pettyboro,  10;    Mutter,  13 ; 
Swiftwater,  26;  Sawyer,  8.     Total,  81. 

TEACHING. 

Three  teachers  coutinued  their  work  of  last  year  in  the 
school,  and  thei'e  was  only  one  change  in  the  teaching  force 
this  Winter  term.  Two  teachers  attended  the  State  Normal 
School  at  Plymouth  last  summer.  We  are  fortunate  in  having 
teachers  of  several  terms'  experience  in  the  same  school.  It 
requires  one  term  for  pupils  and  teachers  to  understand  each 
other.  After  a  pupil  and  a  teacher  appivciate  the  fact  that 
each  is  helpful  to  the  other,  good  sch'  ol-results  are  forth- 
coming. The  teachers  have  worked  hard,  and  their  efforts 
have  been  generally  appreciated.

PUPILS. 

The  pupils  have  supplied  eighty-one  dispositions  for  the 
teachers  and  the  Superintendent  to  deal  with.  The  children 
liave  learned  according  to  their  ability,  and  to  the  power  of 
the  teacher's  skill  in  instruction.  The  boys  and  girls  of  to-day 
are  probably  better,  than  we  of  more  advanced  years.  Four 
graduates  of  the  ninth  gi-ade  are  attending  high  school  this 
year,  and  four  continued  advanced  work  and  reviews  with  the 
ninth  year  class.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  watch  the  devel- 
opment of  the  children. 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  work  in  the  school-room  has  been  along  lines  as  prac- 
tical as  possible.  The  multiplication  tables  are  taught  as  in 
times  past,  and  the  letters,  in  connection  with  reading.  It  is 
the  endeavor  of  the  teachers  to  teach  a  child  the  tables,  addi- 
tion, subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division  in  four  years. 
The  number  of  subjects  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  years  is  con- 
siderable, and  for  that  reason  the  course  of  study  does  not  call 
for  recitations  in  all  each  day.  The  work  has  improved  in 
many  subjects. 

The  Superintendent  has  made  it  a  point  to  ask  practical 
questions  during  his  visits.  He  can  attest  to  the  fact  that  sev- 
eral boys  will  remember  how  "  to  figure  cord- wood." 

IMPROVEMENTS  AND  REPAIRS. 

The  Nutter  school  house  was  repaired  and  painted  last 
summer.  It  is  now  a  credit  to  the  district.  The  Swiftwater 
building  demands  attention,  inside  and  outside.  The  Hibbard 
needs  a  coat  of  paint,  and  new  desks.  Flag  poles  are  wanted 
at  the  Hibbard,  Pettyboro,  and  Swiftwater  Districts.  Cannot 
some  public  spirited  mau  supply  the  school  in  his  district  with 
a  staff,  80  that  "  Old  Glory  "  can  be  unfurled  to  the  breeze?

For  the  year  ending  March  1,  1909. 


To  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Bath,  the  following  report  is  respect- 
fully submitted.  We  give  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  full : 

REPORT    OF    THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF     SCHOOLS. 

To  THE  Members  of  the  Bath  Union  School  Board  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  second  annual  report  for    1908 
and  1909. 

Enrollment. 

First   Grade,   6 ;    Second,  3  ;    Third,  5  ;    Fourth,  7  ;    Fifth,  2  ; 
Sixth,    5;    Seventh,    7;    Eighth,    4;    First   year    High    School,    7; 


Second  year  High  School,  7.     Total,  53. 


Course  of  Study. 

The  State  Course  of  Study  has  been  continued.  The  different 
grades  are  gradually  coming  into  line.  It  takes  time  to  carry  the 
work  along  as  it  should  be.  The  Course  of  Study  for  High  Schools 
has  been  followed  as  outlined.  The  work  has  been  covered  as 
mapped  out  for  the  Latin  Course.  The  First  Year  class  has  work 
in  Algebra,  English,  Latin  and  Ancient  History.  The  Second  Year 
class  has  Geometry,  French,  Latin  and  English. 

The  Grades  have  improved  in  quality  of  work  done.  It  requires 
two  teachers  for  this  work.  Miss  DeGross  has  the  first,  second, 
third  and  fourth;  Miss  Hall  the  fifth,  sixth,   seventh   and   eighth. 
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This  arrangement  of  the  work  has  simplified  matters.     The  school 
has  been  improving. 

The  High  School  is  progressing  finely.  Miss  Parsons  has  eight 
classes  a  day — all  that  is  allowed  by  the  State  Department.  Pupils 
completing  these  courses  may  enter  the  next  class  of  any  High 
School  in  the  State  without  examination. 

Improvements. 

The  building  was  painted  and  repaired  last  summer.  It  is  now 
a  credit  to  the  village.  The  grounds  are  ample  and  well  suited  for 
a  play  ground.  The  heating  of  the  building  is  not  what  it  should 
be.  On  cold,  windy  days  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  temperature 
at  seventy  degrees.  When  a  new  heating  plant  is  established  I 
think  two  small  furnaces  would  be  better  than  one  large  one. 

Attendance. 

The  attendance  of  children  at  school  is  a  problem.  It  is  divided 
into  two  classes  :  One  division  always  attends  ;  the  other  as  occa- 
sion sees  fit.  The  law  states  that  children  between  the  ages  of  eight 
and  fourteen  must  attend  school.  Some  parents  leave  it  to  the 
child.  If  he  wants  to  attend,  all  right.  If  he  wants  to  remain  at 
home,  all  well  and  good.  If  a  boy  leaves  school  at  fourteen  he  is 
fitted  for  nothing.  When  he  reaches  the  age  of  thirty  he  regrets  it. 
Boys  and  girls  must  be  able  to  do  more  than  merely  read  and  write 
in  these  busy,  hustling  days.  I  have  talked  with  many  men  during 
the  past  two  years  in  regard  to  this  matter.  Those  who  were  un- 
willing or  unable  to  have  much  schooling  now  bemoan  the  fact  of 
their  having  so  meager  an  education. 

Books. 

We  have  school  books  enough  for  the  class  room.  The  town 
library  has  helped  us  some.  More  books  for  school  work  are  desired 
in  the  library.  The  entertainment  given  by  the  school  last  Spring 
netted  a  small  sum  of  money  which  has  been  donated  towards 
books.

During  the  past  year  thirty-six  weeks  of  school  have  been 
maintained,  under  the  same  teachers  we  had  last  year.  We  were 
obliged  to  secure  the  services  of  a  third  teacher.  Miss  Mary  E. 
DeGross,  on  account  of  the  amount  of  work  to  be  accomplished. 
The  improvement  in  each  grade  testify  to  the  worth  of  the  teachers. 
We  can  speak  only  in  commendation  of  the  work  accomplished, 
and  we  consider  the  district  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  so 
competent  teachers.  They  have  labored  faithfully  for  the  mental 
development  of  each  scholar  and  for  the  building  up  of  a  good, 
moral  character. 

We  have  paid  $68.00  for  tuition  for  scholars  attending  Woods- 
ville  High  School,  during  the  year  ending  March  i,  1909.  One 
scholar,  living  in  the  northern  part  of  the  district,  has  been  sent  to 
Lisbon  Grammar  School  at  a  cost  of  I8.63  tuition,  and  ;?30.oo  for 
carrying  the  same.  Some  action  must  be  taken  at  the  coming 
School  meeting  concerning  the  transportation  of  this  scholar. 

The  outside  of  the  school  house  has  been  painted  with  two 
coats  of  lead  and  oil  paint  at  a  cost  of  Ji585.65.  The  clapboards  have 
been  nailed,  new  glass  put  in  broken  windows,  flag  pole  and  part 
of  the  roof  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $19.63.  Total  cost  of  repairs, 
$105.28.  We  expended  the  $[oo.oo  raised  at  the  School  meeting  of 
March,  1907,  for  this  purpose.  The  balance  needed  was  taken  from 
the  school  funds.  A  few  repairs  must  be  made  during  the  next 
year,  viz.:  new  saddle-boards  must  be  put  on  the  roof. 

We  have  paid  a  small  bill  for  supplies  for  the  school  house  used 
during  the  years  1906  and  1907,  of  $5. 05. 

The  district  pays  $200.00  as  salary  for  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  One-half  of  this  sum  ($100.00)  is  returned  by  the  State, 
making  a  net  cost  of  $100.00  to  the  district  for  skilled  supervision. 
We  think  this  money  well  expended.

REPORT    OF    THE 

BATH  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  people  of  Bath,  the  following  report  is  respectfully' 
submitted: 

During  the  past  year  118  volumes  have  been  added  to  the 
library,  making  a  total  of  2,380  volumes  at  present.  Four- 
teen of  the  new  books  were  presented  and  the  balance  pur- 
chased. By  taking  advantage  of  special  offers  made  to  the 
library  the  books  were  purchased  at  a  considerable  reduction 
from  the  regular  wholesale  prices.  Thirteen  of  the  old  books 
have  been  rebound  and  a  few  more  will  need  rebinding  this 
yeai".  As  a  rule  the  books  have  been  well  used,  but  a  few  of 
them  show  hard  usage.  We  would  urge  all  who  take  out 
books  to  be  especially  careful  of  them. 

In  September,  1900,  a  catalogue  was  issued  containing  a 
list  of  all  the  books  in  the  library  at  that  time.  Last  July  a 
second  catalogue  was  issued  containing  a  list  of  the  books 
added  to  the  library  from  September,  1900,  to  April,  1908-' 
Both  catalogues  are  free  and  can  be  obtained  from  the  librarian. 

To  provide  proper  shelf  room  two  new  bookcases  have 
recently  been  placed  in  the  library.  The  labor  on  them  was 
donated,  so  the  only  expense  in  connection  with  them  was  for 
the  lumber  and  nails.  Each  case  will  hold  about  five  hundred 
volumes,  which  will  give  us  ample  shelf  room  for  some  time  tO' 
come. 
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The  average  weekly  distribution  for  the  past  year  has  been 
50  volumes.  The  largest  number  taken  out  in  one  week  was 
81;  the  least  number  was  31.  The  branch  in  the  west  part  of 
town  ^till  continues  to  get  books,  with  Mrs.  Austin  Franklin 
acting  as  librarian.  The  Swiftwater  branch  has  not  yet  been 
re-established. 

We  respectfully  ask  the  town  for  a  liberal  appropriation 
this  year,  as  in  the  past.
